what  they  were  in  pre-war  days,  while  potatoes,  onions  and  cabbages  go 
begging  at  figures  below  the  cost  of  production. 

MORAL 

Grow  berries  and  let  the  other  fellow  grow  vegetables. 

THE  OLD  ORJECTION. 

The  old  objection  to  raising  strawberries  was  that  one  had  to  wait 
an  entire  year  before  getting  any  fruit. 

Three  months  now  is  all  that  is  required  for  our  TRANSPLANTED 
EVER-BEARERS.  If  these  are  set  out  in  April,  May  or  even  as  late  as 
June  a full  crop  of  berries  will  be  had  the  following  August,  September  and 
October  and  another  in  early  Spring. 
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
